BRITISH LOSE THEIR FIGHT 


Compulsory Court Feature Re- 
moved—Cecil Urges America 
to Take Armenian Mandate.

GENEVA, Nov. 26 (By Telephone to 
Paris).—Commission No. 6 of the League 
Assembly has. appointed a permanent 
Mandate. Committee of nine members, 
five of whom are from non-mandaic 
holding States. In any controversy over 
a mandate, the representative of the 
nation holding the mandate will not be 
entitled to-vote. 

The .committee is to receive reports 
from all States holding mandates ani to 
transmit them. to the Council, which in 
turn will submit them to the Assembly. 
It will have power to hear complaints 
against the mandataries and give its 
opinion, which will not be, binding, but 
‘tor the gyfdance of Council. and Assembly. 

Bye: project for a court with power 

to summon nations against whom com- 
plaint#were ad@ressed was abandoned 


today as being a step in advance of 


what the powers of the earth are ready 
for.’ Commission No. 3 announced that 
it had appointed committee of ten 
jurists to draw up. a project for the 
court aiid had given them instructions 
to. omit this feature. . Thus the court 
will have jurisdiction only when both 
parties are willing, that is only when 
the party complained against thinks fit. 

M. Bourgeois, Chairman of the com- 
mission, said the question, of compul]- 
sory jurisdiction might be brought up 
again later. The decision against it 
was a victory of the big, powers over 
the little ones, as. he added, ‘“‘in the 
commission “and Assembly there is a 
majority in favor of compulsory juris- 
diction, but the big powérs base their 
opposition on. Article XIV. of the cove- 
‘nant, which says the court should try 
cases “‘ submitted to it.“ Balfour and 
Bourgeois argued that this implied sub- 
mission to it voluntarily by both parties 
concerned. The constitution court as 
drafted at The Hague contained the 
principle of compulsory jurisdiction, 
Senator Root, one of the drafting com- 
mittee, said the court would have few 
cases unless the compulsory - principle 
was retained and would be in reality 
an arbitration. board. 

Perhaps the big powers wanted to 
await the decision of the United States 
before introducing so novel a plan. 

The committes of jurists will submit a 
double project to the Assembly, the first 
that the court be constituted immediate- 
ly, the second that the. various dele- 
gations notify their respective Govern- 
ments apd ask them to appoint a com- 
mission as soon as possible to set up 
the court. The Assembly will choose the | 
project it prefers.

Although the Lockwood Committee held 
no hearing yesterday, the ramifications 
opened by its disclosures of collusion in 
bidding for city contracts and of bribery 
in building operations extended over a 
wide area. It became known that Mayor 
Hylan had held up warrants for pay- 
ments on city contracts aggregating 
$1,000,000, pending receipt from Control- 
ler Charles L. Craig of information as 
to what steps had been taken to protect 
the city’s interest, and had turned them 
over to Commissioner of Accounts David 
Hirshfield for . investigation. 

Grover A. Whalen, Commissioner of 
Plant and Structures, issued a state- 
ment in reply to the suggestion of Sam- 
uel Untermyer, of the Lockwood 
committee, that city: should sue him 
for the $400,000 which it will cost to re- 
move from the. Court House site the 
ashes which were dumped there by Hol- 
land & Co:, with which Mr. Whalen was 
connected. The latter declared that his 
connection with Holland & Co. ended in 
1917, and said that Mr. Untermyer’s.at- 
tack upon him was the: “‘ most. baseless, 
vilest and most eGntemptible defamation’ 
of a public.officiaj, in the history of city 
government.”’ ¢

Avalanche Sweeps for Ten Miles 





Millions of Tons of Rock ail Snow Crash Through Forests 
and Come to a Stop Jast Outside the 
- . Village of Pourtad. 





3 ‘Panis, Nov. 26.—The top of Mont 
Blanc fell off three days ago ,and 
started an enormous avalanche, which 


rolled down into Italy along the gorge 
of the Brenva Glacier, destroying in 
its course the whole forest of Pour- 


} tud. 


The origin of the avalanche was un- 
known till yesterday, when the weather 
cleared, and powerful telescopes could 
be brought to bear on the mountain. 
Then it was found that part of the lime- 
stone pyramid which forms the summit 
of the greatest mountain mass in Eu- 
rope had split and fallén: It looks as 
if several score feet had been taken 
from thé height of the mountain, which 
is given in books of reference as 15,782 
feet. 

The avalanche was one of the biggest 
and most destructive known for some 
time. The rock andvice tumbling from 


fields, which in turn tore out rock, 
and the great mass went rumbling 
down the mountainside for nearly ten 
miles, It plunged along the glacier bed, 
leaped the valley of the Doire, throwing 
pine trees and boulders about like corks 
in a waterfall, and came to rest al- 
most miraculously at the entrance to 
the little Italian village~ of Pourtud. 
Several houses, which stood almost in 
its path, were spared by a width of 
only a few yards, and se far no loss 
of life has been reported. 

No estimate can yet be formed of the 
millions of tons of rock and snow dis- 
lodged, but the whole character of the 
countryside has been changed, and one 
of the most beautiful Alpine forests, 
of. great. timber value, has been de- 
stroyed.

Range, the monarch of the European 
mountains, quite as famous for its 
beauty as it is for its lure to the 


mountain-climber and the hundreds of 
resorts for Summer tourists which clus- 
ter in the. vales separating its most 
famous peaks in France, Switzerland 
and Italy, has /an average height of 
15,782 feet—average, because of the vary- 
ing altitude of the icecap which crowns 
its highest peak. 

Mont Blanc is fotty miles south of 
Lake Geneva. Its highest peak is in 
France, seven miles south of the Swiss 
boundary. The highest point, which is 
known individually as Mont Blanc, is 
covered with a cap of ice with an 
average thickness of seventy-five feet. 

MWhat have been designated as 
** aiguilles’’ (meedles), practically .sur- 
round Mont Blanc ‘itself. Two meteor- 
ological and. astronomical observatories 
are located on it, one built in 1890 at an 
altitude of 14,324 feet, the other in 1893 
on the summit. ’ 

. In all books on ‘mountain climbing the 
pages assignéd to Mont Blanc number 
more ¢han those given to any other 
mountain in the world. Most of the 
lafge cities of Europe and some in 
America have their Alpine clubs. 

The avalanche must have been clearly 
seen from the Italian side, weather con- 
ditions permittihg, from the Hospice of 
the Madonna de Salute, which over- 
looks the vale 6 e Ferret and the 
Grandiosa Glacier of the Brenva, toward 
which the mass ef snow and gran- 
ite descended. The forest which has 
been destroyed is that of San Nicolo, 
which ascends the mountain from the 
village of Pourtud, where. almost the, 


entire populaticn of 300 is engaged in 
making & silver ornaments. 





REAFFIRMS CONTROL 
OVER STATE RATES 


Commerce Commission, Decili 
ing Illinois Case, Defends Its 
Rights Under New Law. 


Harmful Discrimination Is Cer- 
tain, It Holds, if the States 
Can Keep Rates Low.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The Inter- 
state Comimere® Commission today ren- 
dered a. decision in the Illinois intra- 
state rate cage which: affirms its recent 
action ordering that: intrastate passenger 
rates and intrastate rates on milk fixed 
by the New York Public Service Com- 
mission of the Second District, should 
be inereased to conform. to the higher 
interstate rates, .and defends the con- 
stitutionality of its course. The com- 
mission asserts that its construction of 
the recent transportation act ‘is not a 
violation of State rights. 

Today's decision discusses in detail the 
contention that the Federal body cannot 
overrule rates fixed ‘within a State by 
the official body in that State. In the 
Illinois case the commission holds that 

fares for intrastate travel that 
are lower than interstate rate, subject 
interstate travelers. and places outside 
of Illinois, to unjust discrimination. It 
orders the railroads to make a 20 per 
cent. increase in passenger fares and es- 
tablish a surcharge of 50 per cent. on 
parlor car and sleeping car berths with- 
in the State. The points raised con- 
cerning intrastate freight rates and com- 
mutation and excursion fares are re- 
served for later consideration, as in the 
New York case.

‘BACKS LEGISLATIVE POWER 


Justice McAvoy Rules That to Grant 
Ejectment Plea Would Nul- 
lify Measures. 


“The validity of the housing laws, 
passed by the last Legislature for the 
protection of tenants, was upheld yes- 
terday in decisions of two Justices of 
the Supreme Court, Justice Robert F. 
Wegner iand Justice: John V. McAvoy. 
Cf the two, the decision of Justice Wag- 
ner was the more far-reaching in that 
it upheld the constitutionality of the 
laws under a direct-attack. This was 
said to have been the first decision’ on 
the constitutional question involved after 
an actual trial of the issues. 

The case before Justice Wagner was 
that of the Ullman Realty Company 
against Kintara Tamurf, a tenant in its 
apartment house at 436 ‘East Sixty-sixth 
Street. The plamtiff contended that 
Tamur had unlawfully withheld sses- 
sion of the premises since Sept. 24, and 
asked the Court to award to the realty 
company possession of the apartment 
and back rent, 

Attorneys for the opposin sides 
sought a trial of the case on the issue 
of constitutionality. The realty com- 
pany contended that the apartment was 
worth $35 a month, and Tamur claimed 
that he had accepted a reasonable in- 
crease when his rent was previously 
shifted from $23 to $30 a month, and 
based his right to — occupancy 
on the new housing laws. 


Upholds Lawmakers’ Pewer. 

‘“‘I cannot subscribe to any doctrine 
that hinders or restrains our legislative 
power from enacting a clear and rea- 
sonable design to relieve the actual dis- 
tress of the thousands of tenants in 


this community who would otherwise be 
made homeless,’’ said Justice Wagner 
in his opinion. ‘‘I think their rights to 
homes in which to live, during an emer- 
gency of the kind that now confronts 
us, is transcendentally paramount to 
any private rights of property. The 
protection of their health and morals 
commands a vastly more important po- 
sition to my mind and of far greater 
moment to the welfare of the State than 
any strict adherence to the individual’s 
private property. 

“A condition of affairs existed con- 
cerning which our Legislature exercised 
its granted right to enact laws for the 

rotection of the health and welfare. of 
ts people. If, the end be a legitimate 
one, all means which are not arbitrary 
and oppressive, but are appropriate and 
reasonable and adapted to that end, are 
within the legislative grant of po 
think there can be little doubt .that the 
enactments in question: bore a just rela- 
tion to the protection of the public with- 
in the scope of its power and were rea- 
sonable and appropriate in character. 

“For a century and a half our con- 
stitutional restraints have received in- 
terprétations befitting every emergency 
and public need.- The statutes in ques- 
tion were enacted to avert a crisis, No 
constitutional right of the owner of 
property was transgressed. No sound 
reason is advanced that the govern- 
mental aid was not lawfully exerted.”’

HE WANTS MARTIAL LAW 


Declares “Time of Temporizing Is} 


Past *—£ Soldiers Were With- 
drawn Six Weeks Ago. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 
Governor John J. Cornwall announced 
here tonight that he had asked the Gov- 
ernment to send Federal troops into the 
Mingo County, W. Va., coal strike zone, 
and added tat as soon as the soldiers 
took charge he would ask President Wil- 
son to declare martial law. 

Federal troops contrdiled the Mingv 


region fot some time, but were with-j; 


drawh ‘about six weeks ago, when the 
situation quieted down. Since that time 
many disorders have occurred, a number 
of persons have been shot and killed, 
and gangs of unidentified men have at- 
tacked coal properties. 


. The State Government is totally unable ' 


to cope with the situation ‘in Mingo 
County, the Governor-said. ‘‘I hope 
with ail my heart,” he added, ‘* that 
martidl law will be declared immediately 
after an investigation has been made, 
but I-am totally unable to venture an 
opinion upon what the eventual ynilitary 
action will be. 


The Governor said that he had con-} 
ferred with Mingo County officials on} 
the situation 2 week ago, when he made ;§ 


the request for troops, and that they, 
had expressed the, opinion that the sol- 
diers could handle the situation without 
martial law. In his statement tonight, 
the Gevernor said he did not concur tn 
that view, *‘ for the time of temporizing 


is past.”’

PARIS, Nov, *26.—Althétugh no defi- 
nite announceriient of his intention has 
yet been made,’ ‘it is considered likely 
here that Premier Venibelos, who ar- 
rived at Nice yesterday, will almost im- 
mediately go to London to take part 
with Premiers Lioyd George and Ley- 
gues-end Count Sforza, the Italian For- 
eign Minister, in conversations on the 
Greek situation. His functions will, of 
course,’ be merely consultative and un- 
official; -zut-it is considered only natura] 
that the. Premiers should wish to hear 
his opinion. 

Qn his ‘arrival at Nice yesterday M. 
Venizelos. gave tq the correspondents of 
newspapers . interviews 
in which he -insisted that the Greek 
people must not be blamed tdéo severely 
for what had happened. He took the 
blame on himself. 

‘*I thought,”’ he said to Jules Sauer- 
wein of the Matin, “ that no sacrifice 


Greece a, glorious future. and definite 
security. I was wrong, but I can not 
repent, and I am sure that after me no 
Government and no power can follow 
any other policy without betraying its 
duty to the country.”
